Such is the uncertain ſtate of things in 
this world, that, at the ſame inſtant, ſome 
are comforted, and others afflicted - ſome 
are gladdened with the bright ſunſhine of 
proſperity, while others walk in darkneſs 

and ſee no light. Nay, and the ſame per- 
ſons are to day ſurrounded with the moſt 
flattering ſtreams of creature bliſs, to- 
morrow deſtitute and afflicted. 


Never then let us ſuffer ourſelves to ſay, 

My mountain ſtandeth firong, I fhall never be 

moved. In a world, where ſtorms are fo 

frequent, and ſo fearful, let us not dream 

of cloudleſs ſkies, and uninterrupted en- 
joyments. 


And when our ſky is moſt ſerene, and 
the ſources of our earthly delight moſt 
abundant, let us learn to feel for others 
who are in heavineſs through manifold 
temptations ; and weep with them that weep.

It is a juſt memento, the wiſe, the ex- 
perienced Solomon has given us in our 
text, that the period of our greateſt en- 
joyment of creature bliſs is tranfient and 
vaniſhing. It is but as a day—a day, the 
fleeting moments of which are quickly 
numbered. A pay that will ſoon cloſe 
in a long and dark xt. Then, boaſt 
not thyſelf of to-morrow : for thou knoweſt 
not what A DA may bring forth . 


As it is in a perſonal and private, fo it 
is in a public and national view. Peace 
and war, pleaſure and pain, reſt and 
trouble, are in a continued revolution. 


The duty our text recommends is, to 
accommodate ourſelves to the diſpenſations 
of the Divine Providence, and the cir- 
cumſtances we are in. When ſmiling

To conſider how 
many undeſerved mercies we have received 
from the hand of the LORD, and with 
how much ſorer judgments HE might 
have viſited us. To conſider the duties of 
an afflicted ſtate, and the rich and laſting 


advantages of improved and ſanctified 
afflictions.

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It is Now with us, as a nation, at leaſt 
in one important reſpect, a Day or 
' PROSPERITY, and PROVIDENCE calls us 
to be joyful. You will bear with me, 
my brethren, while I briefly remind you 
of the ground of rejoicing, to which 1 
allude; and then hint at the manner in 
which our joy ſhould be expreſſed. 


FIRST. The preſent ground of our 
Joy. x gone] 


I with I had more reaſon to unite. the 
mention of sPIRITUAL advantages with 
thoſe which are TEMPorAL, I wiſh I 
could congratulate my countrymen on the 
manifeſt and abundant revival of the power 
of GODLINESS, with all its blefled in- 
fluence. among us—of a. general and pre- 
vailing reformation from SIN, the bitter 
ſource. of all our ſorrows. I wiſh I could 
inform you, that the ſacred. Name of 
GOD was no more . openly blaſphemed 
amongſt us, nor HIS holy pay pro- 
phaned.

zeal for the honour of their adored 
MASTER, and the everlaſting benefit of 
mankind—that they knew no other ftrife, - 
but who ſhould bring the largeſt offerings 
to the ſanctuary, and promote the work 
of the LORD in the greateſt degree. I 
wiſh I could aſſure you, that the glad 
tidings of the goſpel, in its purity and 
power, reſounded through all the chief 
places of concourſe, in city and country, 
in towns and villages—that every prejudice 
againſt the truth and holineſs of the goſpel 
gave way, that every obſtruction was re- 
moved, every mountain become à plain, and 
that he word of the LORD was ſeen to 
run, and to be ghlorified—that multitudes 
felt its power, embraced the precious 
SALVATION it reveals, and by their ami-

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able tempers, and holy converſation, adorn- 
ed the doctrine of GOD their S AV IOUR— 
that the multitude of them that believed were 
of one heart, and of one ſoul—and that high 
and low, rich and poor, under the bleſſed 
influence of the ſame SPIRIT of holineſs, 
were going and weeping, from day to day; 
with deep contrition, and fervent defire, 
going and weeping to ſeek the LORD their 
GOD.

In the late period of national affliction, 
we ſaw political conteſts prevailing to a 
moſt alarming degree. We began to ap- 
prehend the moſt fearful and calamitous 
conſequences. But man's extremity is , 
GOD's opportunity. In the mount of dif- 
ficulty and danger the LORD is ſeen.

We cannot but have noticed, my bre- 
thren, how srASONABLE, how remark- 


ably opportune was this moſt merciful in- 
terpoſition of the DIVINE PROVE

juſt, in the very height of national ani- 
mofity—juſt as untried meaſures were 
about to be adopted, and ſcenes, at beſt 
of doubtful iſſue, to be exhibited—juſt at 
the very criſis of determining a ſettlement 


of regency, which would have been ſatis- 


factory to a very few, and perhaps big 
with calamity to the community at large— 
juſt when the ſhip was in a ſtorm, the in- 
tereſt of the ſtate toſſed with tempeſts, and 
in danger of ſuffering real injury, amidſt 
the tumultuous paſſions of ambitious men 
—in a MOMENT, the moſt critical, and 
perhaps the moſt important to the nation 
that moſt of us have ever known—juſt in 
that very moment, the LORD appeared 
—HE who ſpeaks, and it is done, who com- 
mandeth, and it ſtands faft ; who bringeth 
the counſel of the heathen to nought ; and

fett, *—HE who holds the mighty 
waves, diffuſed as they are from pole to- 
pole, in the hollow of HIS hand—HE 
ſweetly ſaid, peace, be fill; and 1MMED- 
ATELY contention ceaſed ; the ground of 
contention was removed, and the govern- 
ment reſtored, or rather continued, in its 
moſt natural, deſired and happy courſe.

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How welcome, how joyful a deliverance 
has the LORD wrought for us! How 
GREAT in itſelf, and how BENEFICIAL in 
its effects! And may I not add, how little 
EXPECTED, and how much leſs peEsERveD! 
My brethren, how ſhall we eſtimate the 
value of this mercy? If by the greatneſs 
of the calamity from which it has reſcued 
his MaJjesTyY, no words can deſcribe it. 
If by the extent of the evils it has pre- 
vented, and the advaptages it has reſtored 
to a SOVEREIGN, who deſervedly ſtands 
high in the affections of his people—to 
our amiable Quzen, whoſe affliction al- 
ready claimed our pity, and would pro- 
bably have been greatly aggravated, by the 
ſhare ſhe muſt have taken in the arduous 
cares of government ; if not, by the male- 
volent cenſures of party—to their royal 
and numerous OFFSPRING ; and to a NA- 
TION, united (I had almoſt ſaid united 
ONLY) in their attachment to their SovEe- 
REIGN—to a nation alarmed, with the 
fear of events injurious to its civil and 
religious intereſts, —In theſe views of the

merey we have received, what words can 
we: frame, what ideas can we conceive 
equal to its extent? However diſappoint- 
ed individuals may feel, and whatever they 
may think, the prevailing ſentiment and 
general voice of his Ma jesTy's ſubjects is 
pleaſure and praiſe. Yes, my brethren, 
from this time it ſhall be ſaid, what hath GOD 
wrought!” Oh, May the LORD our 
G OD ſay, from this time will 1 bleſs you.” 


O how greatly does GOD deſerve the 
affection, and confidence of HIS people 
How excellent is HE in counſel, and how 
mighty in working ! eſpecially, how excellent 
is THY loving kindneſs, O GOD ! There- 


fore the children of men put their truſt under 
the ſhadnw of THY wings. Happy, thrice 


happy, is the people that is in ſuch a caſe : 
Yea, happy is that people whoſe GOD is the 
LORD. 


There is one conſideration more, which 
muſt, methinks, tend to endear the mercy 
to us. | | 
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It was given in anſwer to RAR. 
GOD many times brings HIS people inta 
trouble, that in their affliction, they might 
ſeek HIM early. HE prepares tbe heart 
to pray, when HE deſigns to incline HIS 
ear to hear. I may truly ſay, that prayer 
without ceaſing, was offered up to GOD 
on his MajzsTy's behalf. Thouſands, 
and ten thouſands, of his ſubjets, moſt 
affectionately, moſt fervently and con- 
ſtantly made ſupplication unto the MOST 
HIGH. And rejoice, O my foul, verily 
GOD hath heard, from the height of HIS 
infinite exaltation HE hath. attended. to the 
voice of our prayer. The mercy has been 
granted in ſo ſignal, ſo ſeaſonable, ſo re- 
markable a manner, that we can ſee the 
hand of GOP. in it, and receive it as the 
return of prayer. Wherefore: then ſbould the 
heathen, and the profane ſcoffer, ſay, Where 
is now your GOD? For our GOD. is in 
the Heavens; HE hath done whatſoever 
HE hath pleaſed.x This ſweetens, this

endears the mercy we have received: And 
reminds us of our obligations to that adored

And are not theſe to be regarded as oc- 
caſions for rejoicing ? Yes, we feel a tran- 
ſport of joy glowing in our breaſts. GOD 
has not ſhut out our prayer, nor withheld 
HIS mercy from us —HE has baniſhed 
our fears, diſpelled our ſorrows, and with 


a $MILE of complacency, given us back 
our SOVEREIGN at our affectionate arid 
earneſt requeſt, And in ſuch a deliverance, 
and in ſuch a gift, beſtowed with peculiar 
marks of favor, we muſt as BRITONS, 
and efpecially as CHRISTIANS, be joy- 
ful, Yet ſuffer me, 


SECONDLY, to ſuggeſt a few hints 
reſpecting the MANNER in which our Joy 
ſhould be expreſſed. 
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My rIRs r wiſh is, that it may be with 
THANKSGIVING, Let GOD have the 
praiſe. We cried unto the LORD in our 
trouble, and HE hath brought us out of our 
diſtreſſes. HE hath made the florm a calm, 
fo that the waves thereof are flill.* And 
herein, HE hath put a nem ſong into our 
mouths, even praiſe unto our GOD. 


We would not depreciate the ſkill, and 
the benevolent attention of PHYSICIANS; 
or undervalue the medicines with which 
the GOD of nature hath furniſhed us. 
But we would remember that the ability of 
the one, and the efficacy of the other, are 
dependent on the bleſſing of HIM, whoſe 
ſovereign prerogative it is to 4z/l, and to 
make alive. Diſeaſe and death are the 
meſſengers of HIS pleaſure: they go and 
come at HIS command. 


The Minp, as well as the body, yields. 
to HIS controul. In the moſt deranged

Ah, my dear hearers, could we have 
any reaſon to FLATTER ourſelves with 
hopes of ſucceſs, when in our affliction we 
ſought the LORD? Had we not too much 
occaſion to fear, HE would have hid HIS 
face from us, or rephed with an angry 
frown, Your iniquities have ſeparated be-

VIII—The deliverance from cruel PER“ 
SECUTION by the death of Queen Mary, 
after a ſhort, but BLOOD V reign—The de- 
ſtruction of the SpanisH ARMADA, in the 
reign of Queen ELIZABETH, her ſiſter 
and immediate ſueceſſor The glorious 
REvOLUT ION by WILLIAM PRINCE of 
ORANGR—-Victory, gained over the ad- 
herents of an abjured and Papiſt PR R- 
TENDER, in repeated attempts to gain the 
Britiſh throne— And the wondertul RE 
coveRY of GeokGcx III. rendered fo re- 
markable by the greatneſs of the deli- 
verance, the ſeaſonable manner in which 
it was granted, and the eminent advan- 
tages that follow it—Theſe are mercies 
which I truſt BxiToxs will never forget:

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Mercies which, from generation to gene- 
ration, will be regarded as ſtriking MoNu- 
MENTs of the condeſcenſion of GOD, and 
the prevalence of PRAYER. There is a

THIRDLY. Suffer me to hope that 
our rejoicing will be with TEMPERANCE

It is argument of the extreme and 


dreadful depravity of human nature, that 


there are ſo many perſons who cannot be 
Joyful and thankful, without riot and de- 
bauchery, without ſurfeiting and drunk- 
enneſs. I flatter myſelf, however, that 
none who hear me this day, would wiſh to 
indulge in this brutal, worſe than brutal 
mirth, No, Sirs, but let our joy be 
RATIONAL, It were an inſult, I do not 
barely ſay, to a prince of ſo amiable and 

exemplary

exemplary a character as Georex III. but 
more eſpecially it were an inſult to the 
GOD of heaven to celebrate a mercy ſo 
great by diſorderly and riotous mirth. It 
were to provoke HIS vengeance, while 
we pretend to rejoice in HIS falvation, 
Let men, whoſe minds were never formed 
for intellectual and ſacred pleaſures, call 
in the aid of the feſtive board, the: jevial 
dance, the wanton. ſong, to give expreſ- 
ſion and being to their joys. But let 
CHRISTIANS REJOICE BEFORE THE 
LORD; let us rejoice as in HIS pre- 
ſence, and under the influence of HIS 
SPIRIT. Let us make melody with our 
HEARTS unto the LORD. Let the ſongs 
of SALVATION be in our tabernacles; and 
let HIS ſacred temple reſound with the 
united expreſſions of our grateful joy. 1

 FOURTHLY. Let us rejoice with 
trembling. Our moſt pleaſing comforts, 
and flattering enjoyments in this world, 
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nature — and perhaps not without reaſon— But as the
